WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.— 


Chairman Huff of the House Commit- 
tee on Mines nnd Mining is preparing 
a report on all bills- relating to the in- 
vestigation of mine disasters. His re- 
port will he a bijl establishing a Bi 
reau ot Mines an>l Mining Ja the D 
partment of tho Interior, to be presid- 
ed over by a Cor imissioner of Mines 
and Mining at a salary of $6.000.
